asked to be taken back. 
The governor now in full charge of the situation, 
said he would rely on the state puard to maintain law and order now and 
would call on federal troops if necessary. 
He refused to consider the police­ 
men as on strike, but classed them as deserters.

YEAR AGO YANKS LAUNCHED THOR FIRST DRIVEl 


One year ago Friday morning, at i 
exactly 5;30, begun the first offensive 
launched by the American army 
in 
France. 
At that hour eight American dlvis 
ions, 
in 
the 
ranks oK whir h were 
many East Liverpool, Wellsville, 
S a­ 
lineville, Lisbon, Salem and other Co­ 
lumbiana county boys, with some 15,- 
000 French Colonials In their center, 
“went over the top" In a drizzling rain 
after four hours' violent battering of 
German positions 
from 
Verdun to 
Pont-a-Mousson 
by 
allied 
artillery. 
I^ess than 24 hours later the famous 
St. Mihiel salient had been complete­ 
ly wiped out, more than 15,000 prig-1 
oners bagged and the American army, 
had won the first 
complete 
victory; 
scored by any allied army In a large 
offensive since 
the 
German* 
were 
hurled back from the gates of Paris 
in 1914. 
“ In one swoop.” 
wrote 
Marshal 
Foch, “ they reduced the famous sali­ 
ent which during so long we did not 
know how to approach.” 
Nearly 
250,000 
American soldiers 
were 
engaged In 
the 
attack, 
the 
greatest from the standpoint of num­ 


bers, ever conducted by any Ameri­ 
can army in history up to that time. 
The greatest number 
of 
aeroplanes 
ever concentrated for any offensive 
were behind the American lines when 
the artillery began Its era*!.mg cres­ 
cendo. 
French Colonials and Ameri­ 
can 
doughboys, 
American, 
French, 
British 
and 
even 
Italian 
aviators 
fought 
und-?r 
the 
command of Gen­ 
eral John J. Pershing. When the op­ 
eration had been completed more than 
150 square miles of French territory 
bad been freed of 
the 
Germans, In­ 
cluding the city of S t Mihiel, home or 
President Poincare of France. 
The Bt. Mihiel offensive 
had long 
been planned as the first big opera­ 
tion of the American army In France. 
Rushing Down from the north in the 
early days of the 
war the Germans 
had thrust 
a 
deep wedge into 
the 
French line east of 
Verdun and had 
strengthened their position 
until 
It 
held against 
repeated 
French 
at­ 
tack*. 
Holding St. Mihiel, the nose of the 
great salient, the Germans not only 
rendered useless the great 
railway 
line from Verdun through Com m ercjj 


to 
Tout 
and Nancy, but constantly 
threatened to lake in flank any allied 
offensive toward the great fortress of 
Metz. 
It was originally planned that the 
first American army should
